Keeplnpr the Sabbath in Puritan Days. 


Everybody went to meetiiig then! 
they had to. 
It was not a matter oi 
choice, or of clothes. 
The law required 
each person to attend relij^ous servici 
at least once every fourth Sabbath un- 
der penalty of a line, unless a satisfao» 
tory excuse could be given. 
A woman 
once living on Clark's Island in Ply- 
mouth Bay absented herself from meet- 
ing, andade])ntation was sent over from 
the mainland demanding her reason foi 
so doing. With a i>luck which we cannol 
but admire, she rejilied succinctly that 
it was none of their business. Tradition 
does not say what ¡¡ujiishment wasineted 
out to her. 


Punishment for absence from meet- 
ing, after trial before a Justice of th» 
peace, was a iine gi-aded according to th« 
heinousness of the ollVnce. 
If the of- 
fender should refuse to i)ay the fine, 
then a certain number of stripes were to 
[be given him at the whi})] )ing-i>ost, oj 
he was to be put in the stocks. 
The 
. whijiping-jiost and stocks stood at the 
northeast comer of the Halifax meetirig- 
house. 
They were there as late as 1790, 
though much decayed, and never hav- 
ing been once used to punish a Sabbath- 
breaker! 
These stocks were also called 
"bilboes," because they were once made 
in great quantities at Bilboa, 
Spain. 
: It is said that tlie first person to occupy 
the stocks in Boston was the man who 
made them. 
The court thought he 
charged too much for the making, and 
as a punishment fined him and sen- 
tenced him to sit in them an hour. 


(An oflfender sat in the stocks with 
his hands and feet confined, while in 
the i)illory he stood Avith head and arms 
fastened into the holes in the board.) 


Peo])le in those days could not charge 
.what they pleased for their work. Prices 
were regulated by law. 
As the relig- 
ious and social life had its center in the 
old meeting-house at Halifax, so did the 
commercial life. 
By vote was estab- 
lished a i)rice current for all articles 
and for labor. 
They never departed 
from this. 
Scarcity of anything would 
;not increase its prioe. 
No one, if he 
had so desired, could have made a 
"comer" 
in 
pork or 
grain.— Wid§

tracks."

CmoAoo, July 19.—Frank Chleboun, 
who, with John Hronek and Frank 
Chapok, was arrested for conspiring to 
murder Judge Gary, Judge Gnnnell and 
Inspector Bonfield, has made a full con- 
fession. 
It was made last night to In- 
spector Bonfield and to the effect that 
Bronek bad unfolded his plans for re- 
venge and had told of a bomb which he, 
Hronek, had invented. 
It was small, no 
larger than a base bail, and was to be 
loaded with dynamite and bits of broken 
glass. 


It was denied by Chleboun that the 
plot was to murder the judges and in- 
spector. 
That is, he heard of no such 
definite scheme. 
They were talked of, 
as was Captein Schaak, and he nnder- 
stood he was to pay more attention to 
the captain than any one else. 
There 
was no concerted plan of action, but it 
was argreed that when all preparations 
were made, he and two others were to 
be informed by Hronek jnst what they 
were to do in the way of avenging the 
death of the martyrs 


About July first he was visited by 
Hronek, who bronght him two bomlM 
of the broken-glass variety and two 
sticks-of dynamite, from which he was 
to make bombs of gas pipe after the 
usual pattern. 
The other two men were 
also supplied with bombs and dynamite. 
He had the stuff in his house for about 
a week, and then grew so afraid that it 
wonld be discovered that he made away 
with it by throwing it in a privy vault.

ment is being offered, conncilmen saj 
who have seen fit to hold themselves 
aloof, to secure a majority vote in favor 
of a continuance of gas in most of the 
lamps of the city and the adoption of a 
report wliich will virtually mean that 
there is to be no competition in the mat- 
ter of illumination. 
The relations of the 
Indianapolis Oas company and of the 
Brush ^ectric Light company are alto- 
gether too pleasant to justify the hope 
that if the Brush is award^ a contract 
to light a few blocks down town it will 
reduce the commercial rates for lighting 
and make electricity (arc and incades- 
cent) a living competitor against gas. 
Conncilmen, now that they have time to 
catch their breath, see that the report 
of the committee on public hghts Mon- 
day if put tn practice wonld not increase 
the electric facilities of the city nor 
guarantee competition to its people. The 
Brush company would simply string a 
few more wires, and wonld continue the 
same rates to private consnmers which 
are now so advantageous to the gas 
company. 


The developments in the elctric mat- 
ter yesterday are vital to the solution of 
the entire question. The representatives 
of the Jenney company, who already 
have a bid to light all of the streets, no 
matter how many lights are required, 
for $89,000 per annum, now propose to 
contract to light the city, including al- 
leys, if necessary, or any other dark 
public places f r this sum. 
It will be 
ready, it is understood, with a bond of 
$50,000 next week as assurance that it 
will fulfill its agreements 
To defeat this 
the gas company has promised, it is 
claimed, to help onr local aspirants for 
all the city offices in sight, who will now 
stand by it. 
" I used to think I could 
for tell something of conncilmanic elec- 
tions," said one conncilman yesterday, 
"but there has been so mnch trading on 
this qnestion of lights, and so many 
pledges that I wonld not risk my repu- 
tation as a prophet by trying to guess 
who wiU fill any of the offices which 
council will name in the fall."

W H H N General Harrison was in the 
United States senate he had twenty- 
eight of his relatives assigned to lacra 
live government positions. Among the 
number was his father-in-law, Mr. Scott, 
who was given a clerkship in the pen- 
sion department. Scott is still there, 
having been retained by the courtesy of 
the democratic commissioner of pen- 
sions. 


THB passage of the Holman land for- 
feiture bill is a direct challenge upon 
the democratio part of the house of rep- 
resentatives.

THB SKMTDntii to day gives an outline 
of Col. O. A. Zollinger's annual state- 
ment of the pension affairs in Indiana. 
It shows that the number of new pen- 
sions placed on the pay rolls of the In- 
diana agency for the year ending with 
June was 5,176, and that the net in- 
crease since the beginning of Gleve- 
land's administration has been 18,087. 
The amount disbursed in Indiana during 
the last three years was 819,072,444.76, 
while dtiring the three years previous it 
was 816,129,160.63. 
The Indianapolis 
agency is now the second largest in the 
country, with over 18,000 more pension- 
ers to be paid than were on the rolls in 
1887, and a corresponding increase in 
the office force. 
Of the total pension 
outiay in the state 816,884.75 is paid 
quarterly to Allen county soldiers. 
It 
will be admitted that the veterans of the 
late war have fared better under Mr. 
Oleveland's administration than ever be- 
fore. 
The facta and figures, at least, 
disprove the republican assertion of 
democratio enmity to the soldiers, who 
oan not be slow to recognise their 
friends. 


W H B N Qeneral Harrison was building

Nearly all houses have cellars. Hera 
•ra stored all sorts of things for wiatsr 
use; dead things and live things, artBclea 
to eat and fuel to bum, old boxes and 
banrds, heaps of ooal binsofv^etablee, 
etc. O^e coal and wood are continually 
sending up foul gases and germa Many 
of the vegetables undergo decay ana 
add greatly to the production of disonso 
elements. 


Besides the cellar there is usually 
open space under the other mrtions of 
the house between the foundation walls, 
l^xis space is large enough to admit 
chickens, dogs, cats, rats, even p i ^ and 
other small animals, but not sufficiently 
large to allow room for clearing ik 
Here various animals find a hidin^^ 
place, and often die. Being out of sight 
and reach, they are not often discovered, 
even when the stench of their decaying 
bodies becomes distinctly manifest. 


All the foul gases engendered in these 
various ways pass upward iato the 
house, filling every room, condensing in 
fetid moisture upon the walls, and poi- 
soning all who breath in the house. 
What shall be done? 


Cellars under a house are rather pre* 
ludicial to health, even at best. As 
*hey are commonly used, they are vety 
greatly so. If there must be cellan bo* 
neath the house, they should be large, 
light and well ventilated. 
Every week 
at least the cellar windows should be 
opened wide, to allow free change of air. 
A good way to ventilate a cell» is to 
e z ^ d from it a pipe to the kitchen 
chimney. 
The (¿aft in the chinn^ 
will carry away the gases which would 
otherwise find their way into the rooms 
above. 
Cellars should be kept clear of 
d e c a ^ g vegetables, wood, wet cotd, and 
molo. 
The walls should be frequently 
whitewashed, or washed with a strong 
solution of copperas. 
The importance 
of some of these simple measures can- 
not well be 
over-estimated. 
Houses 
should be built so high above the ground 
that the space boneatli can be easily 
cleared every few months.—i^jrc/ianflre.

dull, coppery outline of the moon will 
be visible. 
There will be no special 
features of interest connected therewith, 
as it is merely the recurrence of the 
eclipse that is visible from the earth at 
the end of every eighteen years and ten 
days. 
The earth's shadow at the moon 
is 6,000 miles in diamater, coming to an 
an apex and forming a conical mass of 
darkness at a distance of 850,000 miles. 
A lunar eclipse is of little value in as- 
tronomical circles, as it affords no basis 
for valuable calculation as does a solar 
eclipse, and the one on Sunday night, as 
do all others, only affords a sight that

CoL Oharlea A. ZoUinger, the United 
Statea peorico agent for the state of In- 
diana, haa completed hia yearly and 
quarterly reports for the year and qnar> 
ter reapectivdy ended June 80. Oolond

general hitereat the report contained, 
and said with a laugh: 


*'Wcll, it shows pretty conduaively 
that republican orators and organs lie 
most shamefully when they dedsM that 
Preaident Cleveland and the democratio 
party are hoatile to the dd soldiers who 
have been disabled, or to thdr widows 
and orphana.

'•What do yon think of that?" con 
tinned Colonel Zdlinger. 
'«Does that 
look as if the democratic party takes 
pretty good care of the soldiers? 


'*Now, when you come to analyae 
that tabulated statement it makes a 
pretty good showing for the republican 
party, which has always olaim^ to be 
the staunch friend and particular guar- 
dian angel of the aged and infirm vet- 
erans. 
In this table I have merely 
made comparisons for three years, but 
how much stronger is the contrast when 
yon come to think that from the dose of 
the war until the republican party went 
out of power—a period of twenty years 
—only 26,434 original pensions wero 
grantra to citiaens of Indiana, while the 
democratic party in only three years has 
granted 13,087, or fifty per cent of the 
number in the previous twenty years. 
It must be remembered too, that these 
13,087 had all along been entitled to 
their pensions, but for twenty years had 
been deprived of them by the republi- 
can administration." 


Warming up to his subject the colonel 
continued to pour forth facta decidedly 
unpalitable to the republicans, thus: 


"When this table is examined it will 
be seen at a glance that in the iast three 
years of republican rule the net increase 
in the praslon roll of Indiana was 7,629, 
while, under democratic rule for the 
same length of time, the net increase 
was 18,087, showing 6,449 more pen- 
sions granted in three years by a demo 
¡.ratio than by a republican administra 
tion during a like period. 


•'Another decidedly interesting fact 
will also be observed. In the last three 
years of republican rule only 7,827 pen- 
sioners had the rate ot their pensions 
increased, while under three years of 
democratic admiidstration 16,887 In- 
diana pensioners have had their rates 
raised—a difference in favor of tbe dem 
ocratic party of 9,060. How does that 
fact correspond witu the assertion of tbe 
republicans that the democrats are op 
posed to doing justice to the country's 
defenders? 


"Now, if yon'U just listen aUttle 
longer I'll show you another thing 
which the democratic party has done for 
the pensioners of Indiana. 
In 1886 
democratic congress passed and a demo- 
cratio president signed a bill increasing 
the rates of pensions for widows from 
$B to $12 per month, and under this law 
6,611 increases were paid, which are not 
included in the number heretofore men- 
tioned. Also in August, 1886, the rates 
of four or five hundred pensioners were 
increased fr«>m 324 to $30, 830 to $36, 
and $36 to $46 by reason of the loss of a 
leg, arm or hand, and this number is 
not iuciuded in the number of increases. 
Congress has recently passed a law giv 
ing to widows who have filed their ap- 
plications since 1880 arrears of pensions 
from date of their husband's death. 
Thii) will give to this dass of pensioners 
in Indiana many thousands of dollars.'' 


Summing up the results of his com 
paiisons. Colonel Zollinger said: "We 
can see from just two sets of figures how 
tho two great parties have treated the 
soldiers of Indiana: 


"In the three years of republican rule. 
'83-4-6, they were paid a total of $16, 
129,160.63. 


"In three years of democratic admin 
istration they reodved $19,072,448.66, 
which shows that the pei sioners are 
$8,943,296.92 better olT for having the 
democrats in power." 


From Colonel Zollinger it was also 
learned that the 1 umbor of employes in 
his office is now fifteen; in 1886 there 
were eleven when he took charge; in 
1886 it was the same and in 1887 and 
part of 1888 thirteen. In othtr words 
in 1886 there was one derk for every 
2,403 pensioners, and now there is one 
clerk for every 2,686, showing that the 
democratic clerks do much more work 
tlian the republicans. Thia is now the

Many families who wonder why "mme 


of the children nro sick all of the time" 
can find the cause underneath tho floor. 
.Nearly all iionsea have cellars. Here 
are stored all sorts of things for winter 
use; dead things anil live things, articled 
to eat and fuel to burn, old boxen and 
barrels, heaps of coal bins of vegetables, 
etc. The coal and wood ore coutiuually 
sending up foul gtises aud germs. Many 
of the vegetables undergo decay and 
dd greatly to tho production of disease 
elements. 


Besides the cellar there IB usually aa 


open space nuder the other portions of 
ho house between tho fountlimon walls, 
ftis space is lurgo enough to admit 
chickens, dogs, cats, rats, even piga and 
ther small iininialu, bnt not sufficiently 
argeto allow room- for clearing it, 
lere various animals find a hiding- 
uaoe, and often die. Beingout of sight 
ad reach, they ore not often discovered* 
even when the stench of their decaying 
todies becomes distinctly manifest. 
All the foul gases cngeudorea in these 
•arums ways pass upward i*to the 
loose, filling every room, condensing in 
etid moisture upon the walls, and poi- 
oning all who breath in the bouse. 
What shall be done ? 


Cellars tinder a house are rather pre- 


ndicial to health, even at best A* 
hey are commonly used, they are very 
;reatly so. If there must be cellars be- 
leath the Louse, they should bo large, 
light and well ventilated. Every week 
at least the cellar windows should be 
rpened wide, to allow free clutnge of air. 
L good way to ventilate a cellar is to 
eitend from it a pipe to the kitchen 
chimney. The draft in the chinner 
will carry away tho gases -which would 
Otherwise find their way into the rooms 
tbove. Cellars should be kept clear of 
Leoayingvegetables, wood, wet coal, and 
mold. The walls should be frequently 
whitewashed, or washed with a strong 
solution of copperas. Tho importance 
of some of these simple measures can- 
not well be over-estimated. Houses 
bould be built so high above the ground 
bat the space bouwitli ciin be easily 
cleared even- few months.—.Exchange.

OoL Charles A. Zolllnger, the United 


State, pension agent for tho state of In- 
diana, bos completed hb yearly and 
quarterly reports for the year and quar- 
ier respectively ended June 30. Colonel 
Zolltnger was asked by an Indianapolb 
Jftnttnelnporteras to what facts of 
general Interest the report contained, 
and Bsid with a laugh: 


"Well, it ehowB pntty conclusively 


that republican ontors and organs lie 
most shamefully when they dodore that 
President Cleveland and the demoontio 
party are hostile to the old soldiers who 
have been disabled, or to their widows 
and orphans. 


"Since the Inauguration of Grovsr 


Cleveland ths number of Indiana pen 
sioners bos been increased one-half. In 
Ihe three years from June, 1885, to 
June, 1888. the number of names on the 
roll of the Indianapolis pension office in 
creased bom 26,434 to 39,521, or 18, 
087.

"What do yon think of that?" con 


tinned Colonel ZolUnger. "Does tha 
look as if the democratic party takes 
pntty good care of the soldiers? 


"Now, when you come to analyse 


that tabulated statement it makes a 
pntty good showing for the republican 
party, whisb haa always claimed to be 
the staunch friend and particular guar 
dian angel of the aged and Infirm vet- 
erans. 
In tub table I have merely 


made comparisons for thne years, bo 
how much stronger b the contrast when 
you come to think that from the close of 
Ihe war until the republican party wen 
out of power-a period of twenty years 
-only 96,484 original pensions were 
granted to dtlaens of Indiana, while the 
democratic party in only thne yean has 
granted 13,087, or flfty per cent of the 
number In the previous twenty years. 
It must be remembered too, that these 
13,087 had all along been entitled to 
their pensions, but for twenty yean had 
been deprived ol them by the npubll 
can administration." 


Warming up to hb subject the colons 


continued to pour forth facts decidedly 
nnpslltable to the republicans, thus: 


"Whsu thb table b examined it wil 
be seen at a glance that in the last three 
yean of republican rule the net Increase 
In the pension roll of Indiana was 7,o29, 
while, under democratic rule for Ihe 
same length of Ume, the net increase 
waa 18,087, showing 5,449 mon pen- 
Bions granted in three yeara by a demo- 
(.ratlo than by a republican administra- 
tion during a like period. 


"Another decidedly interesting faot 


will also be observed. In the last thne 
yean of republican rule only 7,827 pen- 
sioners had the rate ol their pensions 
increased, while under thne years of 
democratic administration 16,807 In- 
dbna pensioners have had their rate, 
raised— a difference in lavor of the dem- 
ocratic party of 9.060. How does that 
fact correspond with the assertion of the 
npnbllcane that the democrata on op 
posed to doing justice to the country's 
defenders? 


"Now, if you'll just listen a little 


longer I'll show you another thing 
which the democratic party has done foi 
the pensioners of Indiana. 
In 1883 a 


democratic oongnss passed and a demo 
erotic president signed a bill increasing 
the rates of pensions for widows from 
$8 to S12 per month, and under this law 
6,611 increases were paid, which are not 
included in the number heretofore men- 
tioned. Also in August, 1886, the rates 
of four or live hundred pensioners were 
increased fmm«H to $80, »30 to »36, 
and 836 to 845 by reason ol the loss of a 
leg, arm or hand, and this nnmber b 
not iuolnded in the number of increases 
Congress ha. recently passed a law giv- 
ing to widow, who have filed their ap- 
plication, since 1880 arreare of pensions 
From date of their husband's death. 
This will give to thb class of pensioners 
In Indiana many thousands of dollars." 


Bamming np the rosnlts of his com- 
parisons, Colonel ZolUnger Bald: "We 
con eoo frum just two sets of figures how 
the two great parties have treated the 
aoldien of Indiana: 


"In the.three years of republican rule. 
83-4-5, they ware paid a total of 815,- 


'•ln three years of democratic admin- 


istration they received £19,072,448.65. 
which shows that the pel Biouem are 
13,943,295.92 better off for having the 
democrats iu power." 


From Colonel ZolUnger it was also 


earned that the i:nmbor of employes in 
bis oflloo b now fifteen; in 18R5 there 
wern eleven when he took oharee; In 
188R it was the Bamo and in 1887 and 
part of 1888 thirteen. In oth<r words 
n 1885 there was one elerk for every 
!,40H pensioners, and now there la one 
clerk for every 2,635, showing that tho 
lemooratlo olcrks do much more work 
ban tho republicans. Thla is now the 
eoond office in tho country an to nnm- 
>er of ponslons,,0olambns, Ohio, being 
first,
